Aihul Nabi). But there are about hundred verses in which Address all believers collectively 
and directly. These verses start with "Ya Aihul Lazina Amnu'; (0! ye who believe") These 
verses are more like commandment for all Muslims. 

My murshid Prof Ubaidullah Durrani sent me to help Dr. Hamid Hasan Bilgrami in 
his literary work. Dr. Hamid Hasan Bilgrami is famous because of his translation and tafseer 
of Holy Quran named Fyoozul Quran which he completed sitting, in Masjid-e-Nabvi at 
Madina, at the feet of Huzoor Dr. Bilgrami was already eighty five when i was sent to 
him and had the good fortune of helping him with my pen in various books of his and also 
translated a few from Urdu to English on his orders. 

Were Dr. Bilgrami alive he might have asked me to translate his booklet Nida-e-heram 
in English. I have done if now without his explicit asking. May Allah elevate the stations of 
my murshids Durrani and Bilgrami into heaven and accept this humble effort of mine.

Then if the brother or kith and kin of the murdered allow some 
remission to the murderer (but payment of an amount is obligatory) then the kith and 
kin of the murdered should demand it in a reasonable manner and the kith and kin of 
murderer should pay in a decent manner. This is the commandment of your Lord and 
this concession is a Mercy from your Lord. After this whoever exceeds the limits shall 
be in grave chastisement.

1. In the law of Equality there is (saving of life) to you, O ye men of understanding. 
Note of the English translator (i) Qisas has been translated by famous AbdullahYosuf 
Ali and also Picthal as "retaliation" and then Yosuf Ali himself rejects the the word 
retaliation as it smacks of the return of evil for evil. Qisas is thus not translated but by 
Dr. Bilgrami it is law of "equality" as also by Yosuf Ali andPitchal. 

2. Yosuf Ali says that in the days of ignorance a slave of the tribes life was offered in 
place of a free man of the tribe or a woman in replacement of man (both of which had 
a monetary value and could be compared to law of compensation by 
money.Compensation by money is permitted subject to an agreement by both parties 
but not by another life. Mercy is exhorted. 

3. Brother is used in wider sense and not the blood brother. All Muslims are brother 
in Islam. 

4. The law of Qisas applies only to manslaughter and not murder and a felony can 

not be compounded. Dr. Bilgrami is this chapter also takes up another matter of

get two witnesses out of your own men, and if there are not two men, then one man 
and two women, such as you chose for witnesses so that if one of them errs, the other 
can remind her. The witnesses should not refuse when they are called on (for 
evidence). Disdain not to reduce to writing (your contract) for a future period whether 
it be small or big, it is more just in the sight of Allah more suitable as evidence and 
more convenient to prevent doubts among yourselves. But if it be a transaction you 
carry out, on the spot among yourselves there is no blame on you if you not reduce it 
to writing. But take witnesses whenever you make a commercial contract. And let 
neither scribe nor witness suffer harm. If you do such harm it would be wickedness in 

you. So fear Allah for it is Allah that teaches you and Allah in well acquainted with all 
things
